JACK  JONES,  chairman  of  the 
Delta  Phi  committee  appointed 
to  plan  the  council,  reported, 
Tuesday  night,  that  details  have 
not  yet  been  worked  out.  He  said 
that  the  group  would  probably 
consist  of  counselors  to  work 
with  the  units  on  rush  problems. 

He  expressed  doubt,  however, 
that  a system,  devoid  of  law  and 
punishment,  could  function  with 
organizations.  His  committee,  so  | 
far,  has  not  produced  a workable ! 
plan  that  did  not  involve  some 
ultimate  authority,  ,he  said. 

THE  OTHER  plan  is  being  re- 
vised by  a public  administration 
class,  Snow  said.  In  its  tentative 
form  the  plan  would  strengthen 
the  court  and  possibly  establish 
studentbody  supreme  court  to 
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this  as  a “violation  in  spirit”  of  a 
rush  provision  making  it  illegal 
for  a unit  to  in  any  way  pre- 
determine membership. 

The  “no  pre-determination” 
clause  in  the  newly-adopted  rush 
procedures  has  so  far  been  the 
main  trouble  spot,  according  to 
Dr.  Henry  L.  Isaksen,  student  co- 
ordinator. This  quarter,  for  the 
first  time  since  1949,  units  will 
vote  for  the  members  they  wish 
to  -take  in.  IOC  has  interpreted 
the  rule  to  include  any  official 
social  contact  by  a unit  with  stu- 
dents who  may  be  eligible  for 
rush  in  future  quarters. 


organization  or  any  branch  of 
student  government. 

The  plan  includes  strengthen- 
ing procedures  for  bringing  vio- 
lators to  trial  and  for  enforcing 
penalties.

The  only  remains  Wednesday 
morning  were  the  charred  boots 
and  a man-shaped  burned  spot  in 
the  lawn  opposite  the  Eyring 
Science  Center. 

Besides  the  dummy,  Miss  Hart 
repprted  most  of  her  posters  had 
been  ripped  and  all  her  pictures 
taken.  A large  heart-shaped  cut- 
out mounted  on  a tripod  was 
broken  down  and  dragged  across 
campus. 

SEVERAL  OTHER  posters 
were  ripped  or  broken,  including 
a large  block  “Y”  erected  by 
Maile  Forsythe. 

Jo  Ann  Llewellyn,  Salt  Lake 
City,  this  week  discovered  a pic- 
ture missing  and  was  soon  con- 
fronted by  a student  who  told 
her  bluntly,  “I  stole  your  picture 
for  my  apartment  because  a think 
you’re  cute,”  and  then  disap- 
peared. 

Homecoming  Queen  winner 
was  scheduled  to  be  announced 
Oct.  25,  but  Young  said  Wednes- 
day the  date  will  now  depend  on 
investigations.  He  stressed  that 
these  actions  were  not  a cute 
trick  but  a malicious  crime,  and 
that  anyone  guilty  could  be 
prosecuted.

JERUSALEM,  Israel  Sector  (AP)—  Israeli  Prime  Minister  Mo- 
she  Sharett  accused  the  Soviet  Union  Wednesday  of  playing  with 
fire  in  the  Middle  East. 

Concluding  a two-day  foreign  policy  debate  in  the  Israeli  Parlia- 
ment, Sharett  asked:  “What  are  the  Soviet  plans  in  the  Middle 
East?” 

“Egypt  did  not  ask  Czechoslovakia  for  arms — Czechoslovakia 
did  not  approach  Egypt  about  it — it  was  the  Soviet  Union  which 
initiated  fhe  offer. 


Ike,  Dulles  Sharing  Hope  for  Geneva  Meets 
DENVER  LAP) — Secretary  of  State  Dulles  said'  after  a 25- 
minute  conference  with  President  Eisenhower  Wednesday  that  they 
share  “a  measured  hope”  for  concrete  results  at  the  -forthcoming 
Geneva  foreign  ministers’  meeting. 

Dulles  said  that  while  he  did  not  expect  “spectacular  results”  at 
the  meeting  opening  Oct.  27  “I  do  believe  we  will  make  some  con- 
crete progress”  on  the  matter  of  unification  of  Germany  within  the 
framework  of  European  security  and  along  the  road  to  increased 
contacts  between  East  and  West.
